I  haven’t  been  hurt  yet,  but  I  expect 


to  be,”  reported  Andy  Young,  owner  of 
Young’s  Service  Station  and  Garage  at 
910  S.  State.  “We  get  our  fuel  from 
Shamrock  which  is  an  independent 
refinery  and  the  supply  is  getting 
scarcer,”  he  said. 

A  full  load  of  gas  was  expected  last 
Thursday  by  Jack’s  Metro  Service,  1685 
S.  State,  but  the  station  received  only  a 
half  load  because  of  the  shortage. 

Jack’s  ran  short  of  gas  about  11  a.m. 
Tuesday  but  kept  their  doors  open  until  a 
supply  came  at  3  p.m.  said  manager  Jack 
Curtis. 

“Problems  have  arisen  within  the  last 
10  days,  and  we’ve  been  put  on  an 
allotment,”  Curtis  told  the  Universe. 
Previously  Husky  Oil  Company  has 
guaranteed  a  million  gallon  monthly 
allotment  which  has  been  cut  to  300,000 
gallons,”  he  explained. 

CURTIS  SAID  the  problem  appears  to 
be  a  man-made  difficulty. 

“I  would  hate  to  think  this  country 
would  try  to  force  independent 
companies  out  of  business.  This  would 
promote  monopolies.” 

“It  seems  we  pride  ourselves  in  being  a 
nation  of  free  enterprise  and  I  hope- this 
will  be  the  case  with  the  gas  shortage,”  he 
added. 

One  non-independent  station  manager, 


who  asked  not  to  be  identified 
complained,  “We’ve  been  limited  as  to 
our  orders  and  supplies.  We’ve  been  cut 
down  10  per  cent  of  our  normal  quota.”

Because  of  the  construction  of  the  new 
pedestrian  mall,  the  readjust  south  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  will  be  opened  Monday 
to  two-way  traffic  to  allow  for  access  to 
the  Bookstore  parking  lot. 

New  parking  restrictions  will  be  posted 
in  the  Wilkinson  Center  area.  All  parking 
regulation  signs  will  be  kept  current 
during  the  construction.  New  signs  in  the 
B  zone  east  of  the  Wilkinson  Center  will 
prohibit  parking  at  the  end  of  the  isles  to 
allow  traffic  to  turn  around. 

The  mall  is  being  built  to  accommodate 
the  increase  in  pedestrian  traffic  expected 
when  the  proposed  addition  to  the  library 
is  completed  at  the  north  end  of  the 
present  road,  according  to  Sam  Brewster, 
director  of  the  BYU  Physical  Plant 
Department.

Registration  reaches  8,005 


Registration  for  the  spring  term 
reached  8,005  by  Wednesday  of 
this  week  according  to  figures 
announced  by  University  officials. 

Most  students  were  able  to 
obtain  the  classes  they  desired, 
the  officials  said,  with  some 
exceptions.  There  were  82  per 
cent  of  the  4,600  who  registered 
pre-registered  last  February  who 
were  able  to  obtain  the  classes 
they  preferred.  However,  2,200  of 
these  exchanged  pre-registration 
for  the  spring  term,  records 
disclosed. 

A  University  official  reported 
that  several  classes  were  cancelled 
after  registration  materials  had 
been  prepared,  through  a 
misunderstanding.  As  a  result, 
some  students  have  now 
discovered  classes  in  which  they 
were  supposedly  registered  are  not 
being  offered. 

A  problem  arose,  too,  from  the 
failure  of  some  students  to 
consult  the  list  of  deleted  classes 
which  were  distributed  at  the  time 
of  registration. 

The  office  of  Admissions  and 
Records  has  requested  for  the 
future  that  final  class  offerings 
from  the  different  colleges  be 
submitted  earlier  so  the  problem 
will  not  be  repeated,  it  was  said. 

“We  feel  the  pre-registration 
system  was  a  success  but  an 
interesting  thing  to  note  is  the 
amount  of  class  cards  that  were 
exchanged.  Many  students 
changed  their  minds  after 
pre-registering,  making  it  difficult 
to  schedule  the  proper  classes 
according  to  student  needs,”  said 
Dean  Robert  W.  Spencer  of  the 
Office  of  Admissions  and 
Records. 

“Students  can  expect  future 
registrations  to  improve  as  time 


goes  on.  We  know  what  students  and  records  was  pleased  at  the

Something  fishy’s  going  on 


Even  though  BYU  is  many  miles  away  from  the 
ocean.  Dr.  Lee  Braithwaite,  assistant  professor  of 
zoology  specializing  in  marine  biology,  maintains  an 
impressive  collection  of  what  lives  beneath  the 
waves. 

Specimens  brought  from  the  coast  in 
temperature-controlled  containers  are  kept  in 
special  tanks  in  the  basement  of  the  Widstoe 
Building.  The  animals  live  in  circulated,  filtered,  55 
degree  salt  water,  simulating  the  environment  of  the 
sea. 

Creatures  in  the  collection  include  sharks,  crabs, 
lobsters,  horseshoe  crabs  and  barnacles.  Most  of  the 


animals  are  the  sea  bottom  variety  which  need  only 
limited  swimming  space. 

Dr.  Braithwaite ’s  displays  are  used  by  BYU 
students  and  also  by  children  from  surrounding 
elementary  schools. 

Dr.  Braigh  waite  will  teach  a  marine  biology  course 
this  month  on  San  Juan  Island  north-northwest  of 
Seattle,  Washington.  He  will  use  an  underwater 
motion  picture  camera  that  runs  24  hours  per  day 
and  scuba-diving  gear  to  study  the  predator-prey 
relations  of  various  marine  animals. 

Accompanying  the  professor  will  be  11 
undergraduate  students  and.  four  graduate  students.

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Alumnus  recalls  earlier 
fund-raising  campaigns 


Over  half  a  century  ago,  BYU 
tu  dents  and  faculty  members 
laised  $  1 ,000  and  bought  1 7  acres 
i»n  Temple  Hill  for  an  extension 
4  >f  their  campus. 

*  1  Compared  to  the  more  than 
11  25,000  raised  by  the 
irresent-day  BYU  Student 
/  Development  Association,  it’s  a 
Irop  in  the  bucket,  but  it  marks 
i>ne  of  the  earlier  successful  fund 
iaising  campaigns  that  have  nearly 
become  a  BYU  tradition. 

1  George  C.  Laney,  one  of  four 
graduates  in  the  class  of  1904  and 
i  member  of  the  student-organiz¬ 
ed  “Campus  Committee,”  recalls 
ivith  pride  those  early  fund  raising 
Efforts.  In  those  days,  the 
[University  was  located  on  a  small 
irea  now  known  as  Lower 
campus.  There  were  no  ball  fields 
ind  not  much  room  for 
expansion. 

“We  had  to  go  to  the  city  park 
>r  some  other  place  to  play  ball 
and  we  wanted  a  place  of  our 
own,  so  a  bunch  of  us  got 
ogether  and  organized  what  we 
;alled  the  Campus  Committee,” 
he  92-year-old  alumnus  said. 

The  committee  members  had 
heir  eye  on  bench  land  called 
i  femple  Hill  northeast  of  the  main 
]  Dart  of  Provo. 

“We  wanted  to  use  that  hill  up 
here  for  our  campus  and  the 
ownspeople  didn’t  want  us  to 
nave  it -they  were  going  to  have  a 
:emple  up  there.  They  didn’t  want 
is  making  a  school  house  out  of 
t,”  Laney  recalled.  “We  told 
hem  we’d  make  it  a  temple— a 
:emple  of  learning.” 

Relic  sites  are 
iisappearing 

At  the  rate  vandalism  is  going 
m  now,  there  won’t  be  any 
rchaeological  sites  left  in  20 
ears. 

The  warning  was  voiced  by  Dr. 
[Dale  L.  Berge,  assistant  professor 
>f  anthropology  and  archaeology 
t  BYU,  who  has  been  named 
Jtah  representative  to  the 
Committee  on  Public 
Jnderstanding  of  Archaeology  for 
ihe  Society  of  American 
Archaeology. 

“Archaeological  sites  are  a 
'aluable  resource  and  part  of  our 
national  heritage,”  he  said.  “But 
Unlike  plant  and  animal  resources, 
hey  can’t  be  regenerated.  Once  a 
ite  is  vandalized,  there’s  one  less 
'aluable  resource  available  to  the 
,tate  for  study  and  as  a  tourist 
ittraction.” 

In  making  the  announcement, 
>AA  President  Charles  C.  Di  Peso 
aid  it  will  be  Dr.  Berge’s  job  to 
ielp  instill  in  the  public  an 
tppreciation  and  respect  for  the 
archaeological  resources  in  Utah. 

Dr.  Berge  is  co-director  of  the 
BYU  Field  School  of  Archaeology 
tnd  curator  of  the  BYU  Museum 
if  Archaeology  and  Ethnology.

Laney,  who  is  the  oldest 
resident  of  Springville  where  he 
lives-  with  his  son,  Theon,  has  a 
remarkable  memory  for  the  things 
that  happened  at  BYU  nearly  70 
years  ago. 

“We  fellows  had  a  real  job  of 
collecting  money  for  that  project. 
We  went  all  over  the  state.  I  went 
to  Salt  Lake  with  some  of  the 
other  boys -I  to  Emmaline  B. 
Wells,  who  was  editor  of  the 
women’s  paper— they,  called  it  the 
Women’s  Exponent.  She  gave  me 
a  dollar.  We  went  to  her  son  who 
was  at  that  time  the  governor  of 
the  state,  Heber  M.  Wells.  He  gave 
us  $10. 

Just  like  today,  the  students 
had  a  number  of  different  projects 
going  to  raise  the  money.  They 
sold  the  candy  (now  students  at 
Heritage  Halls  auction  off  dinners 
and  give  the  proceeds  to  the 
Student  Development 
Association),  they  sponsored 
student  shows  (as  they  do  now), 
and  they  sent  out  letters  to 
alumni  asking  for  contributions. 

As  can  be  seen  from  Laney ’s 
recollections,  they  also  traveled 
off  campus  to  contact 
businessmen.  However,  their 
travels  were  limited  to  Utah 
whereas  the  present  student  fund 
raisers  travel  all  over  the  United 
States  contacting  executives  of 
large  corporations. 

About  the  only  thing  the 
Campus  Committee  didn’t  do  was 
conduct  a  telefund,  but  if 
telephones  had  been  in  general  use 
back  then,  they  might  have  even 
done  that. 

But  then  as  now,  they  did  have 
pledges  as  evidenced  from  an 
article  in  the  old  White  and  Blue 
student  newspaper. 

“  .  .  .  the  students  are  giving 
substantial  evidence  of  the 
sincerity  of  their  desires  by 
contributing  very  liberally  toward 
the  accumulation  of  the  purchase 
fund.  Those  who  are  not  in  a 
position  just  now  to  pay  what 
they  would  like  to  are  signing 
notes,  payable  six  months  later.” 

Laney  says  he  doesn’t  recognize 
the  BYU  campus  anymore 
because  of  its  tremendous  growth, 
but  he  takes  pride  in  being  one  of 
the  some  25  students  on  the  old 
Campus  Committee  who 
“scrounged  around  all  over  the 
state  for  funds”  to  give  the 
present  campus  its  start.

Students  can  now  find  their  favorite  bestsellers  at 
the  Sampler,  the  newest  addition  to  the  library, 
located  in  front  of  the  reserve  library  on  the  main 
floor. 

The  Sampler  which  began  during  the  winter 
semester,  was  introduced  to  BYU  by  Doug  Bush,  the 
assistant  director  for  library  development  at  BYU.  A 
similar  program  was  instituted  at  the  University  of 
Washington. 

The  purpose  of  the  Sampler  is  to  provide 
recreational  reading  for  students,  according  to 
Richard  Beeson,  Assistant  Reference  Librarian. 

Books  currently  available  include:  “Jonathan 
Livingston  Seagull,  “The  Odessa  File,”  “Harry  S. 

Truman,’  “Fairy  Tale,”  (Erich  Segal’s  latest) ,  and 
“Elephants  Can  Remember.”  Subjects  ranging  from 
“How  to  Play  Folk  Guitar,”  to  weddings  are 
available. 

“The  Sampler”  was  selected  as  the  title  for  the 
new  section  because  it  was  kind  of  moderate  and 
nostalgic.  The  original  name  dates  back  to  16th 
century  England,  where  it  was  used  as  a  stitchery  for 
young  handmaidens  learning  how  to  sew.  A  sample 
of  every  stitch  and  records  of  stitches  were  kept  and 
referred  to  at  the  Sampler.

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Elder  Benson  tells 
of  world  experience

Leadership  of  great  men  comes 
from  divine  inspiration,  according 
|io  Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson. 

Elder  Benson,  member  of  the 
•Quorum  of  the  Twelve  told 
Tuesday’s  devotional  audience, 
l(“God,  our  Father,  uses  men  of  the 
earth,  especially  good  men,  to 
accomplish  his  purposes.” 

Elder  Benson  related  his 
experience  of  participating  in  the 
.World  Celebration  of  the  2500th 
Anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
(the  Persian  nation,  now  Iran, 
where  he  witnessed  the  “spirit  and 
igreatness  of  the  occasion.” 

One  of  the  most  distinguishing 
factors  of  the  celebration  was  the 
presence  of  representatives  of  28 
world  religions  a;nd  many  heads  of 
state  in  Iran,  the  oldest  existing 
constitutional  monarchy,  he 
commented. 


He  further  added,  this  was  the 
first  time  “politics  and  religion 
shared  the  same  limelight.” 

The  guest  speaker  paid  honor  to 
the  Iranian  government  when  he 
said,  “the  talent  of  the  free  world 
was  drawn  upon  for  this  glorious 
event.”  He  added  that  it  was 
pleasing  to  note  the  progress  now 
being  made  under  the  Shah  of 
Iran. 

Elder  Benson  gave  tribute  to 
Cyrus  the  Great,  ruler  of  Persia 
529  years  before  the  birth  of 
Christ,  when  he  said,  “Cyrus  has 
been  known  as  a  non-religious 
leader  with  religious  ideals.” 

After  presenting  quotations 
from  the  “Bible”,  Joseph  Smith, 
Wilford  Woodruff  and  other 
leaders  concerning  the  greatness 
of  Cyrus  the  Great,  Elder  Benson 
indicated  that  it  was  “little 
wonder  that  Tuesday,  Oct.  12,

1971,  opened  a  week  of  tribute  to 
their  leader  with  101 -gun  salute.” 

The  present  Shah  of  Iran  also 
paid  tribute  to  Cyrus  the  Great  in 
his  celebration  speech  when  he 
said,  “Rest  in  peace  for  we  are 
awake  and  will  always  stay  awake 
to  safeguard  our  heritage,” 
according  to  Elder  Benson. 

Elder  Benson  concluded  his  talk 
with  the  hope  that  we  may  be 
grateful  for  the  leadership  of  great 
men  and  their  contributions  to 
the  world.

Its  goal  is  to  lend  a  helping  hand 
to  those  in  the  community  who 
are  lonely  or  in  need  of 
companionship  in  some  way,  said 
Rector. 

A  BYU  service  shed  will  make 
tools  and  a  wide  variety  of 
equipment  available  for  student 
use. 

Whenever  possible,  the  office 
will  constructively  assist  all  groups 
who  accept  service  projects  in 
completing  their  goals,  remarked 
Rector. 

Person-to-person  reaction  and 
self-help  programs  will  also  be 
important  phases  of 
concentration.

White  protests  policy 


nearly  two  years  of  law  school  at  the 
University  of  Washington  while  his  suit 
was  being  argued  in  the  lower  courts. 

DeFunis,  24  and  white,  claimed  the 
university  twice  had  denied  him 
admission  to  law  school  while  approving 
applications  of  minority  group  students 
with  tesser  qualifications. 

DeFunis  was  one  of  1,600  applicants 
for  150  law  school  positions  at  the  UW  in 
1971.  Thirty  minority  member 
applicants,  mostly  blacks,  were  accepted 
the  same  year,  some  of  whom  a  Superior 


Court  judge  found  to  have  below 
minimum  grades  and  test  scores.  DeFunis 
scored  in  the  top  7  per  cent  of  those 
taking  the  entrance  test. 

Judge  Lloyd  Shorett  issued  an  order 
admitting  DeFunis  to  school.  Shorett 
relied  on  the  “Brown”  decision  of  1954 
in  ruling  that  a  state  law  school  can  never 
consider  race  as  a  criterion  in  selecting 
students. 

The  state  Supreme  Court,  on  an  appeal 
by  the  university,  reversed  the  decision 
on  March  8. 


“Brown  did  not  hold  that  all  racial 
classifications  are  per  se  unconstitutional, 
but  only  those  that  stigmatize  a  racial 
group  with  the  stamp  of  inferiority,” 
wrote  now-retired  Justice  Marshall  Neill. 

Neill  contended  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  has  laid  the  precedent  that  the 
“Constitution  is  color-conscious  to 
prevent  the  perpetuation  of 
discrimination  and  to  undo  the  effects  of 
past  segregation. 

“If  minorities  are  to  live  within  the  rule 
of  law,  they  must  enjoy  equal 
representation  within  our  legal  system,” 
he  wrote.  Racial  imbalance  in  the  legal 
profession  “can  only  be  corrected  by 
providing  legal  education  to  those 
minority  groups  which  have  been 
previously  deprived.”

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Nixon  proposal  viewed 


Insanity  plea  still  raises  problems 


EDITOR’S  NOTE  —  Many  lawyers, 
including  President  Nixon,  feel  the 
insanity  plea  is  abused  in  American 
courts.  The  President  would  limit  the 
plea  to  those  who  “did  not  know” 
what  they  were  doing.  But  the 
dilemma  remains.  How  do  you  separate 
the  bad  from  the  mad? 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  “Not 
guilty  by  reason  of  insanity.” 

The  implications  of  that  verdict 
have  raised  some  of  the  sorest 
points  in  the  American  system  of 
crime  and  punishment,  the  roots 
of  a  dilemma  that  has  plagued  the 
courts  for  130  years. 

Now  President  Nixon  would 
alter  the  federal  criminal  code  to 
tighten,  but  not  eliminate,  the 
insanity  defense.  He  would 
provide  the  courts  by  statute  with 
a  uniform  measure  of  who  is 
temporarily  mad  and  not 
responsible  for  his  crimes. 

The  proposal  is  essentially  for  a 
bifurcated  trial-a  trial  in  two 
parts.  The  first  would  judge  guilt 
or  innocence  on  the  facts, 
allowing  a  plea  of  not  guilty  by 
reason  of  insanity  only  if  the 
nature  of  the  act  did  not  dawn  on 
the  perpetrator  at  the  time  it  was 
committed. 

The  second,  should  guilt  be 
established,  would  consider 
psychiatric  testimony  as  an  aid  in 
determining  sentence. 

Some  persons  indicate  that  the 
President’s  proposal  would  limit 
the  number  of  insanity  pleas,  by 
limiting  the  question  to  that  one 
moment  when  the  trigger  is 
pulled.  Any  sign  of  premeditation 
could  conceivably  rule  out 
insanity. 

The  President’s  proposal  would 
fix  blame  first  and  appraise  gross 
mental  disease  later. 

But  the  crux  of  any  measure  of 
insanity  has  come  when  a  rule  is 
put  into  practice.  It  may  look 
good  on  paper,  but  it  may  not 
work  in  court. 

“What  some  of  us  are  trying  to 
do  is  to  get  all  the  information  we 
can  about  the  human  being  and 
the  community,  and  make  some 
kind  of  judgment  as  to  whether  or 
not  a  man  really  had  a  choice  in 
the  deep  sense  of  the  word,” 
Bazelon  says. 


witnesses.  You  don’t  argue  the 
law  with  the  witness.  But  then, 
anywhere  outside  of  court,  they 
want  us  to  tell  them  what  to  do 
and  make  everything  fine. 


“It  doesn’t  work  that  way.  The 
law  is  their  ball  game.  Insanity  is 
their  word.  Sanity  is  their  word.” 


“I  have  always  believed  that  the 
process  of  testing  expert  opinion 
must  start  from  within,”  Bazelon 
told  a  meeting  of  psychiatrists  in 
Los  Angeles. 


He  cited  the  case  of  a 
17-year-old  boy,  a  patient  in  a 
state  hospital,  who  strangled 
another  patient.  He  was  removed 
to  another  hospital  for 
observation.  The  doctors 
disagreed.  Did  he  have 
schizophrenia  or  a  schizoid 
personality  disorder?  One  would 
mean  a  defense  against  criminal 
charges  by  the  reason  that  he  was 
not  responsible.  One  would  mean 
he  was  criminally  responsible.  The 
hospital  panel  voted  5  to  4  toward 
the  mentally  ill  definition  of 
schizophrenia  after  a  year-long 
psychiatric  debate.  But  when  the 
results  were  presented  to  the 
court,  it  appeared  unanimous, 
supporting  the  claim  of  not  guilty 
by  reason  of  insanity. 


of  a  person’s  mind  when  he 
committed  a  crime. 

.  Consider  the  case  of  the  woman 
who  killed  her  husband.  “I  think 
this  was  a  justified  insanity 
defense,”  Dr.  Strawinsky  says, 
“and  I  think  justice  was  well 
served.  This  woman  was  >not 
responsible  at  the  time  of  the  act 
she  committed. 

“She  responded  to  treatment, 
and  nothing  would  be  gained  by 
keeping  her  locked  up  in  a 
hospital.” 

But  there  is  something  that  irks 
in  that  charge,  not  guilty  by 
reason  of  insanity.  It  is  a 
stipulation  that  indeed  you  were 
driven  by  some  irresistible 
impulse,  some  momentary  devil 
within  yourself. 


What  happened  essentially  was 
that  in  a  5-4  decision  in  the 
hospital  conference  room,  the 
weight  of  psychiatric  evidence 
found  the  defendant  not  guilty. 
Said  one  psychiatrist  quoted  by 
Bazelon,  “The  hospital  staff 
usurped  the  function  of  the 
jury  ...” 

For  even  a  psychiatrist,  it  is 
difficult  at  best  to  gauge  the  state 


1UT  THERE  are  others, 
Bazelon  says,  who  will  say  they 


can’t  be  bothered  by  that  kind  of 
argument  when  the  safety  of  the 
community  is  involved.  They  will 
say,  “It  may  not  be  moral  to 
condemn  the  man,  but  we  must 
have  everybody  understand  you 
can’t  do  that  sort  of  thing.” 

Bazelon’s  test,  laid  out  in  1954 
in  the  case  of  Durham  versus  the 
United  States,  held  essentially 
that  a  person  is  not  responsible 
for  a  criminal  act  if  the  act  was  a 
product  of  mental  disease  or 
defect. 

It  was  an  attempt  to  free  the 
psychiatrist  from  having  to  answer 
yes  or  no  to  the  question  of 
sanity,  to  allow  him  to  paint  for 
the  jury  the  full  colors  of  a  man’s 
personality. 

One  reason  it  failed  was  the 
psychiatrist,  Bazelon  says.  “I 
don’t  know  what  part  of  his 
opinion  is  psychiatry,  what  part 
of  it  is  his  own  value  system,  what 
part  is  moral  judgment  based  on 
his  own  idea  of  morality,  and  how 
much  is  what  he  thinks  the 
community  needs.” 

The  psychiatrist  comes  before 
the  jury  with  all  the  weight  of  an 
expert,  Bazelon  says,  but  an 
expert  with  a  hidden  agenda. 

Dr.  Elizabeth  Strawinsky,  chief 
psychiatrist  at  St.  Elizabeth’s 
criminal  division,  says,  “We  are

there  is  authorization  under  the 
District  code  of  laws.  But 
elsewhere,  federal  authorities 


must  go  to  the  states  in  which  1 
acquitted  reside  and  ask  for  c 
commitments. 


Consider  this  case:  A  man  has  a 
life  insurance  policy  which  pays 
double  indemnity  for  other  than 
accidental  or  natural  death.  His 
wife  kills  him. 

She  collects  once  right  off  the 
bat,  whether  she  is  charged  with 
the  crime  or  not.  “They’re  the 
beneficiary  of  the  insurance,” 
explains  Dr.  Strawinsky.  “Then 
they  get  charged  and  they’re 
found  not  guilty  by  reason  of 
insanity,  and  here  comes  another 
check.” 


There  are  other  aberrations 
under  the  insanity  plea.  The 
federal  courts  provide  that  a 
person  can  make  the  insanity  plea. 
But  the  federal  code  has  no 
provision  for  the  person  who  is 
found  not  guilty  by  reason  of 
insanity.  There  is  no  authorization 
to  send  them  to  a  mental 
institution,  Dr.  Strawinsky  says.

Nixon  accepts  responsibilit; 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Nixon  told  the  nation 
Monday  night  he  accepts  final 
responsibility  for  the  Watergate 
scandal  that  led  him  to  accept  the 
resignations  of  H.  R.  Haldeman, 
John  D.  Ehrlichman  and  Atty. 
Gen  Richard  G.  Kleindienst. 

In  a  solemn  address  to  the 
nation,  hours  after  a  major 
shakeup  in  his  administration,  the 
President  said  the  blame  belongs 
at  the  top. 

“I  accept  it,”  he  said  in  a 
nationally  broadcast  and  televised 
address. 

In  the  shakeup,  Nixon  fired 
presidential  counsel  John  W.  Dean 
III  and  nominated  Secretary  of 
Defense  Elliot  L.  Richardson  to 
be  attorney  general. 

The  President  gave  Richardson 
the  job  of  overseeing  the 
administration’s  Watergate 
investigation  and  of  naming  a 
special  prosecutor  to  probe  the 
incident  if  Richardson  deems  one 
necessary. 

Until  late  March,  Nixon  said,  he 
had  been  assured  by  those  around 
him  that  no  one  in  the 
administration  was  involved  in  the 
bugging  and  wiretapping. 

“However,  new  information 
then  came  to  me  which  persuaded 
me  that  there  was  a  real 
possibility  some  of  these  charges 
were  true,  and  suggested  further 
that  there  had  been  an  effort  to 
conceal  these  facts  both  from  the 
public,  from  you,  and  from  me,” 
Nixon  said. 

Thus  did  Nixon  disclaim  any 
advance  knowledge  of  the  June  17 
break-in  at  Democratic  national 
headquarters. 

The  President  said  he  ordered 
an  intensive  new  inquiry  with  the 
results  to  be  reported  directly  to 
him. 

He  said  he  was  determined  that 
the  truth  be  brought  out,  no 
matter  who  was  involved. 

The  resignations  of  Haldeman 
and  Ehrlichman  as  top  White 
House  aides,  Nixon  said,  did  not 
imply  their  guilt.  He  called  them 
two  of  the  finest  public  servants 
he  had  ever  known.

“America  in  its  political 
campaigns  must  never  again  fall 
into  the  trap  of  letting  the  end,  no 
matter  how  great  that  end  is, 
justify  the  means,”  Nixon  said. 

With  that  he  called  for  political 
reforms,  “a  new  set  of  standards,” 
to  ensure  that  future  campaigns 
be  as  free  of  abuses  as  possible.

“For  this  summer,”  he  said, 
“only  a  one  or  two  per  cent 
reduction  in  gasoline  consumption 
could  make  a  difference. 

“The  driving  habits  of  the 
American  people  can  determine 
whether  we  get  through  the 
summer  without  a  problem  or 
whether  we  have  to  consider  far 
more  serious  remedial  measures 
than  have  so  far  been  considered.” 

In  renewing  President  Nixon’s 
wage-and-price-control  authority 
Monday  night,  Congress  gave  him, 
for  the  first  time  since  the  energy 
crisis  became  a  public  issue,  clear 
authority  to  allocate  petroleum 
products. 

A  d  m  i  nistration  officials  have 
repeatedly  said  there  was  no 
intention  to  institute  gasoline 
rationing  in  the  foreseeable 
future,  but  Morton’s  statement 
seemed  to  mean  that  adequate 


gasoline  was  becoming  less  and 
less  foreseeable. 

Morton  urged  the  public  to  take 
nine  common  sense  steps  to  save 
gasoline: 

-“Plan  vacations  and  camping 
trips  closer  to  home. 

-“Use  trains,  buses  or  airplanes 
on  long  trips  rather  than 
automobiles. 

-“Use  automobiles  only  for 
necessary  trips. 

—“Limit  the  use  of  auto  air 
conditioners  and  other  fuel 
consuming  accessories. 

—“Drive  10  miles  below  the 
speed  limit  on  all  superhighways. 

—  “Place  greater  reliance  on 
small  cars,  particularly  by  two-car 
families. 

—  “Use  mass  transit  systems 
more  extensively. 

—  “Walk  or  ride  bicycles  on 
short  trips. 

-“Keep  automobile  engines 
properly  tuned  and  tires  properly 
inflated.” 


Labeling  tactics  noted 
by  consumer  agencies 


(AP)  -  With  meat  prices 
clinging  to  the  ceiling,  consumer 
agencies  around  the  country 
report  a  continuing  skirmish  over 
the  misleading  and  sometimes 
fraudulent  labeling  of  everything 
from  chicken  hearts  to  steak. 

One  problem  is  the  widespread 
use  of  merchandising  names  such 
as  “his  and  her  steaks.”  Such 
names  usually  tell  the  customer 
little,  but  can  add  up  to  40  cents  a 
pound  to -the  cost. 

Some  localities  are  also  plagued 
by  labels  that  flatly  misidentify 
the  product  being  sold. 

An  Olympia,  Wash.,  woman 
purchased  chicken  livers  three 
times  only  to  find  the  package 
contained  chicken  hearts  that  sell 
at  20  cents  less  a  pound.  She 
complained  to  a  state  agency,  and 
jiow  gets  chicken  livers  when  she 
pays  for  them. 

Mislabeling  is  nothing  new,  but 
it  has  apparently  becomfe  more 
common  in  some  areas  as  meait 
prices  climbed  during  the  past 
year. 

THE  MINNESOTA  Department 
of  Agriculture  received  234 
complaints  about  labeling  in 
1971.  There  were  534  complaints 
in  1972  and  1973  in  the  first 
three  months  of  this  year. 

The  Oregon  Agriculture 
Department  handled  22 
complaints  about  labeling, 
packaging  and  advertising  of  meat 
during  March.  There  were.  13 
complaints  in  March  1972. 

Florida’s  consumer  affairs  chief, 
Robert  Bishop,  said  he  has 
detected  increasing  customer 
displeasure  with  meat  labeling. 

“There  is  unhappiness  in  the 
ranks  of  consumers  about  the 
proliferation  of  cuts,”  said 
Bishop.  “They  see  a  piece  of  meat 
labeled  California  roast  or  Miami 
roast  and  they  don’t  know  what 


they  are  buying.  Fanciful  names 
create  a  lot  of  confusion. 

Several  states  have  adopted 
stringent  labeling  regulations  to 
cope  with  the  name  problem. 
Usually  called  primal  labeling, 
they  require  identification  of  the 
area  of  the  animal  from  which  the 
meat  comes. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  primal 
labeling  last  year  in  New  York, 
supermarkets  had  offered  such 
delicacies  as  Denver  roast  and 
watermelon  roast.  “We  often 
could  not  tell  ourselves  what  the 
cut  was,”  said  Robert  Newell, 
director  of  the  state’s  food 
control  division.
